Barnes, -waterways engineer, . were 
ordered to advertise for bids on the 
Starved Rock lock within 60 days. 
Next spring work will start on the 
project which will require three 
years to complete and which in- 
volves the- expenditure of $19,000,- 
0.00. 

With ‘the waterways completion, 
the-Goyernor said, fleets of barges 
can operate direct from Chicago to 
New Orleans, carrying manufactured 
articles and. grain from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf at a considerable 
saving over railroad freight rates,

and Joliet steel lls can ship .by

The five locks in the waterway

| RELICS VALUED AT 


$15,000,000 FOUND 
IN EGYPTIAN TOMBS 


Archeologist Declares Antiqui- 
ties Constitute Greatest Dis- 
covery in History of 

4 Egyptian Art. 
By the Associated Fress. 
* LONDON, Dec. 2.—A dispatch to 


the Exchange Telegraph from Cairo 
asserts that the value of the contents 
of two of the chambers which the 
Egyptological excavators recently 
found on the site of ancient Thebes, 
near Luxor, has been reliably esti- 
mated at more than £3,000,000, 
normally about $15,000,000. The 
dispatch adds that the quantity of 
the relics found is believed to exceed 
the capacity of the Cairo museum. 

Other sealed chambers, one of 
which is believed to be the tomb of 
King Tutenkhamun, a heretic King 
of the eighteenth dynasty, who 
reigned about the year-1350 B. C.., 
will remain unopened until other 
Egyptological experts and an ade- 
quate staff arrive, which will be 
about six weeks hence.

EACH FIRES THREE. . 
SHOTS AT HOLDUP MAN 


Chief Not Sure Which Did 
the Killing — Man Who 
Planned Robbery and An- 
other Negro Gaught. 


Chief of Police O’Brien today re- 
lated how he and his chauffeur, 
Probationary Patrolman William 


Carr, intérrupted a holdup in a ga- 
loon at Cardinal and Franklin dve- 
nues last night at 7:45 o’clock and 
killed one of the participants, James 
White, 27, of 1829 Biddle street, a 
negro. 

Chief -O’Brien was wearing his 
uniform under a ciyilian overcoat. 
He was wearing his uniform cap. 

The Chief and Carr each fired 
three shots at the negro, who fled’ 
through a side door. One of the 
shots found its mark. “Zdne Chief is 
not certain whether it came from his 
revolver or that of Carr. 

The Chief entered the saloon 
alone, after having stationed Carr 
on the outside. The position of the 
bullet. wound indicated that the shot 
struck the negro as he turned in 
emerging from the doorway or as he 
turned into an alley behind the gsa- 
loon. It was in the left side of his 
back. 

Two Other Men Arrested. 

Night-riding detectives, who ar- 

rived within, two or three minutes 
after the shooting, captured a second 
negro, Walter White, 27, of 2505 El- 
liot avenue, no relation of the first, 
who Was hiding in an areaway two 
Ge@eors east of the saloon. He con- 
igesed participation and named 
James White’s employer, Willard 
Eolden, 28, of 3039 Morgan street. 
who conducts an ice and fuel yard 


directly behind the saloon, as having, 


plott@d the fobbery and furnished 
the weapons for it. Bolden was in 
the saloon at the time of the holdup. 
He confessed'a part in it ‘after his 
arrest. . 

Chief O’Brien was being driven 
by his chauffeur east in Franklin 
avenue toward police hdéadquarters, 
to inquire whether plans for. the 
policing of Clemeficeau's route in the 
city today had been completed. 

As he reached the southeast cor- 
ner of Franklin and Cardinal -ave- 
nues, where the saloon is, he heard 
a voice: ‘“‘They're holding up the 
place.” He saw other persons look- 
ing toward the saloon and sensed the 
situation. 

Chicf’s Version of Case. 

Leaving Carr on the outside on the 
Cardinal avenue side, where he could 
cover a side exit, the Chief entered 
the front door. “I saw Walter White 
standing in front ef the bar, revolv- 
er im hand,” the Chief said today. 
“The saloon proprietor, Tony Misceli, 
and a second negro were being cov- 
ered by the revolver and had their 
hands above their heads. James 
White, carrying a revolver also, was 
coming from behind the bar. 

“I called out, ‘Stick ‘em up.’ 
Either James White became con- 
fused or did not recognize that I was 
a police officer, for he ran directly 
I fired. He turned 
sharply and ran out the side door. I 
pursued, calling to Carr on the out- 
side, ‘Let him have it.” I fired again 
as the negro was going out the door 
and eee he fled down Cardinal 
avenue. Carr fired three shots befor 
the negro reached the alley, behin‘1 
the saloon and turned’into it. We 
found him dead in the alley just off 
the avenue.’ 

‘The second negro had filed in the™ 
meantime and Misceli had obtained a 
revolver. He fired five shots toward 
the door. I was in range, but the 
shots went above me. However, I 
called to him to quit the shooting or 
he would hit me.”

It was agreed 
that Bolden should enter the saloon 
and order a drink. If he lifted it 
and drank, they were to enter at 
once. If he did not drink, they were 
to wait until he lifted his glass. He 
ordered and drank immediately 
upon entry, White said, and he and 
James-White entered. 

Bolden signed a confession cor-{ 
roborating this version, the police 
announced. 

Chief Once Wounded. 

Chief O’Brien was wounded in the 
thumb and neck on Oct. 31, 1919, 
when he came upon three men flee- 
ing from the jewelry store of Henry 
H. Gerhardt at 2324 Olive street. He
